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Tha Indian Reserve. 

It was doubtless a very amiable sen- 
timent whlohdictatediho Indian policyC?) 
ol past Bdministratione— caused them 
to approaoh the Rod Man'd dwolliDg 
and his grave with nn amount of re- 
■poot and veneration never accordod to 
the 'pale-faced Intruder.' Bat we must 
be permitted to question tho wisdom 
of puat modes of troating tho Aborigines, 
Judged by practical refluits, tho whole 
thiDg has been little better than a farce; 
and yot, in negotiating terms of Union 
with Canada, our Delogates wore oaro- 
ful to stipulato that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should parsuo an equally wise 
and enlightened policy towards our 
Indians 1 Surely that was meant in bit. 
tar ivozy, To deal fairly and justly 
with the homestead (if ono may so 
doBigoate theited mun'soamping-ground) 
of tho living and rospoot tho rating- 
place of the dead is a polioy diotated 
alike by Christianity and Belf-intorost ; 
bat this policy somotimOB degenerates 
into mere romance or mawkish senti- 
mentality. The Bed Man of North 
America is lastomorgingfrom the churra- 
ed dreamland of romance. Inspecting 
little of the contineut can it now bo said 
that •Hiawatha' still t'HB alono in her 
canoe. More truthful every day become 
the well-known lines:— 

•'Bolilmi the soured tquuw'a birch canoo 
Tho uloinier Bmokoi Hid rsvoa, 
And ct'y lota aro staked for Kalo 
Abovo old lndiati graves." 

"While it is tho boneden duty of tho 
Government to deal justly, ovon gener- 
cusJy, witbtho Red Man, our Indian 
policy bhould always be framed in the 
light of progressive civilization, — a civil- 
ization which, from the vory nature ot 
things, mUBt constantly bo encroaching 
npon tho domain of pa^auem. Such 
hns, to a great extent, been the policy 
of Canada ; but even tbero it is assum- 
ing a moro utilitarian and proctical 
form, and we see Ontario afking to have 
direct control of her Indians, to the 
end that they may be less turrounded 
with a mistaken sentimentality of ti 
passing era. Such has not been tho 
policy of British Columbia. Go where 
ono will, one meets with evideuces of a 
mistaken policy — tho Indians placod 
in positions the moat favorable to fall 
victims to the white man'd vioes, 
where civilization may most effectually 
blanch their babies' loco*. For an il- 
' lustration of this tbe reader need not 
look boyoud Viotoria. Tho narrow 
harbour separates the city from the 
Indian Ro-erve; And how completely 
havo firowater and lechery d->ne their 
hellifh work. Nothing now remains 
but the wretched remnant of a once 
powerful raco. But, to come to the 
more praotical part of ouroubjecr, the 
remaining wreck of a powerful tribe 
still ocoupies tho Reserve and obstructs 
the course of progressive civilization. 
Something liko ninety acres of land 
which ought to be comprised in Victoria 
town Bite continue to be locked up 
under tbe namo of Indian Reserve. 
Tho location is most beautiful, extend- 
ing from the harbour op that charming 
retreat known as 'Tbe Arm,' That 
portion immediately adjacent to the har- 
bour is required for city purposes, whilo 
the more remote portion would unswor 
admirably as a public comeiory. This 
proposition ne6dnot suggest to the rend- 
er's recolleotioa tho old story about 
'Nabo h'd vineyard.* It is undomablo 
that the intorests of tho Indians, noless 
than tho interests of tho whites, demand 
tbat the farmer should bo located in a 
position more favorable lo thoir moral 
and physical wefboing. Nor is it pro- 
posed that tho land in question should 
be taken without fair value. Let the 
Government give a6uitable resarvo else- 
wbero ; and, in addition to that, let a 
fair proportion of the proceodsof the silo 
of tho said ninety acres be dovoted to- 
wards establishing and maintaining the 
Indians in a moro coml'ortableand auit 
able home, Wo havo no hesiUtation 
in saying that if this matter were; fairly 
and properly presented to the supremo 
authorities' at Ottuwa they would 
readily ontor into the spiri; ot tho pro- 
position, burmoniziiH', as it undoubtedly 
dooe, with tho Canadian policy a* to 
tbe location of Indian lloaerveu. Tbe 
question is an important one, and it 
should not bo allowed to alnmbor. Wade 
on this subject wo may mention that we 
have been led to believe if a bridge were 
thrown over (ho witter at tho loo; of 
Johnson siroot and a road parried 
through the Indian Ruseivo it would 
roduco tho diBtanco beiwoeu Victoria 
and E.quimalt n-'arly one-third,— a 
coDsidera ion of no bttte imporianco. 

Canada and (he Treaty. 

Wnilo tho old folks at home are worried 
orer the audacious claims placed before the 
Genera Court of Arbitratign by the American 
Ooveromcnl, the Canadian people are invited 
to ratify or rtject thosft provision* in the 
Treaty of Washington which moro directly 
concern themselves. It would appear, from 
thegllmpse wo havo had ot the speech with 
which. Lord Lisgar opened the Dominion Par- 
liament, on tho 12lh last., that the question o( 
ratification or rejection is to be submitted as 
an open one for Parliament to deal with as it 
lists What tho deciBion will bo wu hesitate 
to nredict. Upon tho nature of that portion 
of tha treaty relating 10 Canada becoming 
known, there appeared t) be * few strong 
halloa ^Bcsino' 1 '. »»d there can be little doubt 
that a decision taken then would have been 
nnu ot rejection. Luokiu« at the question from 
this distant and, in some sense disinterested 
.tandpolnr, we confess thai we though of tho 
bar«aln M being more favorable to tho 
Uo'ed States than to Canada. How far 
Him second thought may have tended to 
modify or change publio opinion we .ca.ee- 



lj know. For soma monlhe past very litt • 

hea appeared on tho subject in the publio 
prtsa. True, tbe loading Grit organ of On- 
tario bus kept tho question from cooling; 
bnt that ktinsely partixan jonrnal evidently 
uses it only for politienl pntpoaep, na a wea- 
pon with which to lash its old enemy, Sir 
John A. Macdonald,— seldom or never con- 
descending to dishorn the question on its own 
meriti. Oitawa will for a time divide with 
Geneva tho publio intsrfBt evoked by the 
Trnaiy of Wcahinitop; for, although it but 
little oonoarr.s the nations of Europe, whether 
tho Canadian rivers and shore fisheries shall 
bo thrown open to citizens of tbe Unitad 
Statu, tho aotion of Canada may not be al- 
together without i's icllaoDCO on Ihe Ameri- 
can raiad at this critical Juoctore; and it is 
net impossible that this consideration may 
to some extent influence the Parliameti of 
Canada in reaching a conclusion.

t The Lectnro Room of tho Institute wits 
Orowdo<l last evening to hear Mr. W. K. Bull's 
lecture. Mr. James Fell, in the abssuco of 
tho President of the institute, took the chair, 
and introduced the lecturer in a few appro, 
priate remarks. 

Hr Bull commenced by stating that he 
reached Austrulia. in 1841. Ho thought it 
necessary to state, as ho bad dono to his au- 
diences over on tho Sound, that ho was not 
one of thoso who wera sent to Australia for 
thtir country's good;tbat he was in Melbourne 
on tbo arrival of the first batch of thoso indi- 
vidual. He then related vnrloui liltlo anec- 
dote!, relativo to tho causes for which cer- 
tain of these individuals were sent out, ex- 
citinfr (treat merriment and appUuao from 
: 'iis audience. He pictured tho climate as 
' most healthy, though extremely warm, the 
mean heat beiopt. enehundred and tout degrees. 

In Australia tho season corresponding to 
our TtiEtjr IB tut cold bet roiny, as in Icdia. 
Owiog to tho splendid climate thero is vorj 
little eiokofBs; coughs, colds, asthma, nod 
■uoh like afleotious being coraparetiroiy on- 
' Jtnown. The state of the wind ts well bs 
the body wee, as a general t'Jiop, vary good, 
as wee tttiesied by the very email number 01 
•uioidea oompated with the American and 
ct'ier Oontinenti, It nl»o showed itself in 
ibo abnndanca of wit which prevailed 
amongst the pnopla of Acslrulio, of which 
ha gave is instances, Geo. F.-arjoia Iram, 
Mrs. Juetico Fodder, and oihsis. With 
beef et 4cn per pound, and fruit and vege- 
tables compirntively as cheap, poverty was 
hardly known. Tho lcoimer t:ien tiucbed 
apon the advattigea and disadvantages ol 
t'e coar.try fcr eitilemeut, Ehowing that tte 
inUtior ts » general thing wts found to oon- 
.eiit ol barren sand-ririges, but that ncamr 
.the eoaet wero fertile baits which formed ex- 
cellent agricultural land. The principal 
productions are gold, wool, wheal and tropi 
eal trails. Farmers Orirj«ing their produce 
iicta to.vo, some 500 or COO mires, aro lo; al- 
lowed todeieerate ihe SaDbath by crackici. 
their whips, driving t'aeir teams and aatoenh- 
ine the inhabitants wiih their " Goa op 
Strawberry." He aist^d that the nocouots 
which we beard of basbrangors were very 
roues oxiggereted. Tho leciarer, afier 
Alluding to t'jfl chief poitt' of a tratt on 
' about Melbourne, the GovernmeDi, law 
courts, looioty, &o., concluded his addre-B 
with a ibort description of the native Ans- 
tralian, showing bim tti be lower than any 
ctaer race and to ba more like a beait ol 
prey than a human beiug, a'sa mtorly ie- 
capabis of bsiog improved.

The whole time of the writing, 
traosmitsion and prin'iog of a meEB,is;o ol 
100 word* will be 1 minute and 27 eeeondp, 
and raeas gea of tnat length are to be 
forwarded at tho low rale of twenty 
cents. The capacity of a telegraph wiro In 
the present syste-u is said to be uboul 6,000 
words in ten hours, but by ths new process it 
is claimed 00,000 words an hour can be triuE- 
mitted on ono wire without confusion. One 
prinliug machine cau transcribe messages at 
the rate of 3,000 words an hour. All th 
irorking expenses of tho new system nre re- 
preieated to be much less than those of the 
old one. The coat of a m&obine for Inditing 
messages will h* but two or threo dollars, so 
that any merchant, banner or newspiper of- 
fice can bave one lor lis own busiaess, and 
one operator can do as much business with 
one wire as a hundred operators with a hun- 
dred wires now da. The public will rejuico 
with reason If ibe practicability of such an 
improvement ol com raunicaiion shall bo es- 
tablished.
